After agreement was reached that Dr. Scoville would occupy the position of 
DD/NRO (while still serving in the capacity of DD/R, CIA), he proposed that 
an office should be set up for him near the DNRO in the Pentagon, and that 
he should have an Txecutive Assistant and a secretary there full time. He 


himself would, — due to DD/R duties, ‘be able to spend only a part of his time in 
the DD/NRO office. 


In OSA-1704-63, 3 Apr 63, Memo for DD/R from JAC Jr.DAD/SA, 
Mr. Cunningham recommended that e nominated as Exec Officer because |} 
he had the technical and professional background and the personality to lend power 
to the position. Mr. Cunningham felt that some CIA power was needed in the day-to-day 
maneuvers taking place at the NRO staff level. He felt that, with OBD just coming 
into being, and with all the other activities requiring the DD/R's time, kexwoute 
Dr. Scoville would be hard put to spread wis time enough to be able to handle all 
the day-to-day NRO business without an assistant particularly qualified in NRO 
affairs to be available to act as his alter ego. 
"With McNamara's recent appointment of Dr. Fubini as the DOD official to examine 
and monitor the activities of the NRO in his behalf, I am sure that it is evidence 
enough that DOD is dealing with strength in playing this NRO game and far be it from 
us to be content with, at best, a part-time representation. 
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
